“Everything About the House Helps to Make the Home”

them. It is not always money that 
holds us back; sometimes it is lack 
of knowledge of just how to accom- 
plish desired results. 

Rents in cities all through the 
country are appreciably higher 
than in former times, which does 
not leave us much surplus to spend 
on fixing up our homes as we might 
desire. When we own our home 
and it is new, we feel that every- 
thing we put into it counts, but 
with an old home things are differ- 
ent. It is harder to make a place 
over than to humanize a new 
home, 

Our first consideration should be 
walls and floors, woodwork and 
lighting. In dining room, kitchen, 
halls and nursery painted walls are 
an economy. This is especially so 
where there are children and finger 
marks must be continually effaced. 
Paper, perhaps, appeals more 
strongly for living and bedrooms. 

Floors in old houses are apt to

floor is bad, it had better be cov- 
ered with linoleum. If it 1s fairly 
smooth and the cracks not wide— 
even if the boards are wide—it will 
probably paint satisfactorily after 
the cracks have been filled and the 
surface made smooth. If it ts a 
new floor, with narrow, well fitting 
boards, it will do well oiled.

floor covering. 


In the bedrooms, 
carpet in a solid color may be used 
around the edge of the room, and a 
large rug may cover the center and 
lie on the filling. 

These points decided, we can look 
about the furnishings. If we can- 
not have new things, we must do 
the best we can with the old. Right 
here, of course, the painted furni- 
ture shines, and it is a solution in 
many cases. 

If we have an old-fashioned and 
unattractive sideboard, we can sell 
it, and in its place have one built 
in just as we like, and then finish 
it like the woodwork of the room. 
The dining table, if big and cum- 
bersome, may also be sold, and we 
can acquire a drop-leaf, one that 
may be pulled to one side when not 
in use and give us the center of the 
room. This makes an amazing 
change for the better. 

The old-fashioned china or glass 
closet may follow the other pieces, 
and the carpenter can put up a 
hanging closet for such things as 
we may desire to keep in the open 
above the side table or over the 
built-in sideboard. This gives us 
additional room for chairs and 
comfortable getting about. We 
treasure these old things long after 
they are an eyesore to us, because 
we feel we should not part with 
them, but after we have taken the 


plunge we wish we had done so 
years before. 

Lighting means everything in the 
modern home, and with electricity 
the most marvelous things may be 
had for a not too serious outlay. A 
light at either side and above the 
dressing table is a joy; at least, we 
can see ourselves as others see us. 

Well-lighted halls remove pitfalls 

where there are unexpected steps 
or furniture that is bent on bark- 
ing one's shins. Also it comforts 
timid children. A good light in a 
bathroom is also a necessity. In 
the kitchen a lot of thought should 
be spent on placing fixtures in just 
the right places, not forgetting the 
illumination of sink and stove. 
‘ Switches at the head of the cel- 
lar stairs make it much pleasanter 
to descend than to venture down in 
pitch darkness and struggle to lo- 
cate the fixture. In one country 
home a device at the head of the 
stairs turned on at night allowed 
the illumination of the entire lower 
floor, and proved a sort of bur- 
glar trap as well as a convenience 
in illness or sudden need.
